While Boats. Float Along The Streets 
of West Point. 


TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION OF THE BRIDGES 


And. Cultivated Fields -Washed Into 
’ Huge Gullies. 


DEATHS IN THE TALLAPOOSA ACCIDENT, 


Disastrous Torrents in the North Carolina 
; Mountains. 


The city is full of strangers. 

The Kimball! is crowded; so is the Markham, 
and so are all the boarding houses. 

Then, too, a line of ten sleepers on a side 
track nearthe carshed affords sleeping apart- 
ments for a third as many persons as the hotels 
have under roof. : 

The strangers are water bound. 

The Richmond and Danville train brought 
in a large crowd of eastern passengers who are 
going to Florida and New Orleans by the East 
Tennessee route. These people ~~ 

FOUND THEMSELVES HEMMED IN 
as it were, immediately after their arrival, and 
with impatience, began waiting the first train 
out. Twotrainson the Richmond and Dan- 
ville reached the city yesterday, and each train 
carried an unusually large number of: Florida 


tourists. 

But there are as many strangers in the city 
who want to go east as there are who want to 
go south. 

On Monday night a heavy travel ftom Flor- 
idajand New Orleans dropped into Montgom- 
ery. The travellers were equipped with 
tickets by Motgomery and over the Louisville 
and Nashville road, but they found their route 
broken and were compelled to stop in Mont- 
gomery. The early trains Tuesday 

ADDED TO THE CROWD, 

and that day they undertook to find an outlet 
by passing through Opelika and Macon to At- 
lantaand then out the Western and Atlan- 
tic. The Central system agreeed to recognize 
the Louisville and Nashville ticket, but when 
the strangers reached Atlanta Tuesday night 
and yesterday morning, they found the West- 
ern and Atlantic impassable and were com- 
pelled to call another halt, and in this way the 
traveller from the east and the traveler from 
the south met in Atlanta. 

The water-bound people exhibited consider- 
able impatience. They wanted to get away, 
» but could not do so. 


HAD NO OUTLET AT ALL, 
while those-who wanted to go south by the 
East Tennessee were compelled toawait the 
first train out orto buya ticket to Macon by 
the Central and then resume their trip on the 
East Tennessee at the central city. A very 
few invested in the Centra! ticket. The rail- 
road officials were quite attentive to the water- 
bound people. Mr. Jack W. Johnson, of the 
East Tennessee, exerted himself to make the 
lay-over as pleasant as possible for his people. 
Mr. Schmidt, ofthe Central,and Mr. Dave 
Appler did all they could fur those who came 
up ontheir road, expecting to get out by 
Chattanooga. All day long the 
STREETS WERE FULL OF THESE STRANGERS, 
In twos and threes they went all over the city, 
looking at the buildings, store windows and 
show pictures. Though worried and perplexed 
at the delay, they passed the time pleasantly 
and quite agreeably. Some of the delayed 
passengers were young, some old, some rich— 
and some not. Some were on quick business 
_ trips, and some on pleasure jaunts. Some had 
an abundance of money, and some were broke. 
Soon after the Central train came in yesterday 
at noon two young men approached Mr. Sam 
Webb, at the union passenger depot, and 
asked :

THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE. 

The Richmond and Danville is pushing its 
trains through. The heavy rains seem to have 
had little or no effecton the track. The 
bridges are allintact. The train which was 
due atnoon yesterday, however, ran intoa 
landslide about the seven mile postand was 
This amounted to nothing, 
however. 

“Oh, we are moving rightalong,’ said Mr. 
Myers, the Richmond and Danville train dis- 
patcher last night,as he satat his telegraph 
key, “Our freights,are moving and our passen- 
gers are on time, except for the little landslide 
that we had today.”’ 

THE GEORGIA RAILROAD. 

The Georgia railroad passed through all the 
heavy hard rain and kept the trains moving 
on time, but last night the schedule was broken 
by the bridge over the Oconee river. The 
stream isvery high and a great amount of 
Crift wood accumulated against the bridge 
yesterday, and when the through express for 
Augusta reached the river last night the 
bridge was “slightly out of plumb,” and the 
train was not taken over. The passengers, 
however, were transferred, and the bridge will 
be repaired today. The schedule of the road 
will not be interfered with to a great extent. 

THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC, , 

The Western and Atlantic is pushing a train 
to Dalton and back each day, but when dark 
comes every wheel on the road comesto a 
standstill. It was extensively ramored yes- 
tercay that the Chattahoochee river bridge 
hed been washed away. The rumor, however, 
was without foundation. There is but one 
break in the road, and that isat Hurricane 
ereek, and this will be repaired just as soon as 
the water subsides sufficiently to allow the 
work. Thetrack is covered with waterin 
two or three places, and this is what 
prevents the moving of trains. Under 
the water the track may be all right and it 
may not. Near Ga:ysville the inundation is 
so complete that nothing can be ascertained 
or nothing done until the water goes down. 
The management of the road expect to have 
Chattanooga linked to Atlanta again tonight. 

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC, . 

The Georgia Pacific is in a worse plight than 
it was day before’ yesterday. On that day 
trains went to Tallapoosa, but yesterday when 
ibe train started out it came toa halt at Sweet- 
water creek, because the bridge over that 
stream was gone. The wires on the road are 
down and not even the officials know or can 
tell anything as tothe damage. It is known, 
however, that the Sweetwater bridge will have 
to be repaired; that a break at Edwardsville 
and another at Tallapoosa will have to be 
mended before trains can _ through. Line- 
men are now putting up the wires. 

THE WEST POINT. 

The Atlanta and West Point is without a 
moving train. The wires are all down along 
the line, and the managers of the road 1n this 
have no real idea of what will be requir- 
ed to put trains to moving today.

There have been no mails on the Georgia 
and Alabama division of the East Tennessee 
since Monday and we have had no western 
mails since Monday night.“ 

‘“‘Have you handled any delayed mails?” 

“Ah! loads of it. All delayed mails for the 
west from Georgia and Alabama goes out by 
the Richmond and Danville and Baltimore and 
Ohio road, and every effort will be made to 
supply local points between Atlanta and Mont- 
gomery and other routes. The wires all being 
down, we cannot tell just how long it will be 
before the roads will allow the transportation 
of mails. I think there will be an effort to 
push a train to LaGrange today.” 

“What about through mails?” 

“South you mean? Well, through mails for 
New Orleans which come by the. Richmond 
and Danville will go by Macon and Mont- 
gomery.”’ 

“Got much mail on hand?” 

“Oh, yes. I have now twelve pouches of 
letters for points that can’t be reached, and 
No mail was re- 
ceived tonight from points south of Macon on 
the Southwestern railroad.” 

THE GRANT PARK. 

The Grant park is all right. The damage 
by the late heavy rains will not amount to $30, 
so says President Root, who went out yesterday 
morning toexamine the park and direct the 
repairs. 

DAMAGE IN THE COUNTY. 

The damage by the flood in the county is 
very heavy, but just to what extent is not yet 
known. 

The bridges over Utoy creek and South river 
were washed away and will have to be re- 
placed. These bridges were not very expen- 
sive, and the cost to the county will not be 
much, not more than four or five hundred 


dollars. Plaster’s bridge over Peachtree creek, 


was badly damaged, but not washed way. It 
was repaired yesterday so as to allow travel 
over it. 

Late yesterday afternoon, Alderman Cooper, 
clerk of the county. commissioners, said: 

“The damage is large, but I can’t say yet 
how much, South Bend aud Utey bridges are 
the only ones reported tomeso far as be- 
ing washed away, though I expectto hear of 
others. To-day has been such a disagreeable 
day that the country people have not ventured 
into town, and they have as much as they can 
do fora few days rebuilding fences and re- 
pairivg washouts at heme.” 

One gocd thing aboutit is that the county 
is able to stand the loss. 

THE DELAYED WEDDING PARTY. 

Mr. George N. West. of Carrollton, who came 
to Atlanta two cvenings ago, intending to goon 
through to Rome, where he was to have mar- 
ried yesterday at one o'clock, is still in the 
city. He could get no word to Rome and the 
people there have no idea where he is. Nor 
does he know anything about the people in 
Rome, except the fact that the house at which 
he wasto have gotten married is more than 
ten feet under water. 

Senator Lee Mandeville and Judge Sam 
Harris, with Mr. Benson, left Cafteliton on 
Monday and were to have joined Mr. West 
here. But they did not reach here until last 
night. They were swamped before they 
got to Newman, and rode from the washout to 
the latter city in a handcar. They then learned 
that the Atlanta and West Point had aban- 
doned trains, as had also the Griilin and Car- 
rollton. They started back home, but found 
themselves waterbound, and slept all night 
in the country. The Griffin and Carroll- 
ton succeeding in sending a train from latter 
to the former place yesterday morning, and 
being notified beforehand the wedding party 
cecided to start again and come to Atlanta by 
way of Griffin. They reached Griffin safely. 
When they saw THE CONSTITUTION and 
learned of Mr. West’s delay in Atlanta, they 
telegraphed him that they, were coming and 
forthwith started. 

Mr. West was at the depot to mect them on 
time. The train was delayed some time. how- 
ever, and after a while Mr. West was told that 
it bad jumped thetrack at Hampton and 
would not be inforsometime. As horrifying 
as this statement was, Mr. West bore it bravely 
and continued to wait with patience. The 
train reached the city later, however, and the 
trio ot unfortunate‘attendants found the groom- 
expectant. and the four fell upon the necks of 
one another and wept. 

Senator Mandeville, who is by the marriage 
to be made an uncle of Mr. West, and who is 
himse]f an unmarried man said last night: 

‘This thing just settles me, I’ll never get 
married. If takes this much trouble to marry 
a niece how much would I have to go through 
to get married myself?” 

Mr. West says that the party will leave the 
city this morning for Rome if he has to swim.

THROUGHOUT THE STATE. 


The Disasters at West Point Recounted— 
The Extent of the Damage. 

West Pornt, Ga, March 31.—[Special.J— 
My meager telegram yesterday was sent ™® the 
midst of the wildest excitement incident to the 
rusting waters deluging our beautifal city. 
My premonitory dispatch was prophetic. The 
rains began falling Sunday, and continued un- 
interruptedly until today at twelve o'clock. 
Monday night the rain poured in torrents,axd 
the waters came like a thief in the night and 
blocked the public highways. 

AROUSED BY THE DANGER. \ 

Our citizens were aroused by the faithful 
old watchman, Gus Shaw, who has heretofore 
been our monitor whenthe fire fiend has in- 
vaded us, and they were called out to pack 
their goods from the relentless deluge which 
was seen to be inevitable. In consequence of 
the sudden and rapid rise of the river many of 
our merchants had notthe time to elevate 
their stocks above high water mark. The 
counters and other hurriedly improvised sup- 
ports were employed for this purpose, hence 
the loss to merchandise is great. The three 
large cotton warchouses of Huguley & Co., 
Eady & Co., and Darden & Kennedy are all 
more or less submerged, and there will be some 
damage to cottov. Fortunately most of it is 
tired and only the base bales are exposed. ~ 

THE EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE, 

Lt have interviewed W. H. Huguley & Co., of 
the Alabama and Georgia mills, and W. C. & 
L. Lanier, of the West Point mills, aod they 
express some uneasiness lest their dams may 
not withstand the tremendous pressure of 
water. Both mills have stopped. From what 
I can gather, Hagedorn & Co., J.T. Zachry, 
and Atkinson, Reed & Co., Heyman, Merz « 
Co., and Whitaker & Hudman are the princi- 
pal sufferers, while all our merchants, without 
exception, are more or less damaged. Fortu- 
nately, the burnt district, covered by the large 
business houses of A. M. Eady & Co., W. H. 
Huguley & Co., and W. C. & L. Lanier, were 
rebuilt with buildings supposed to be above 
high water mark, hence the loss to the stocks 
in these was not so great. 

THE BRIDGE GOES DOWN. | 

At 4 o’clock yesterday p.m., the magnifi- 
cent toll bridge fell victim to the ruthless 
waters, being lifted noislessly from its pillars 
and floated inone solid massdown to the 


Chattahoochee, finding ledgment three miles. 


below on Magnolia island. This is a great 
ealamity, being theconnectingartery between 
the east and west side of the city. Its origi- 
nal cost was 313,000. The apprehension felt 
for the safety of the railroad bridge has, ina 
measure subsided. Manager Cecil Gabbett, of 
the Atlanta and West Point railway, and Wes- 
tern railway being here employing his best 
engineering ability to save the bridge and es- 
tablish connection. Ifsaved the bridge may 


be condemned, as it now appears sinuous and. 


distorted. 
JOHN COLEMAN DROWNED. 

Only one life has been lost, though there 
has been many narrow escapes. .John Cole- 
man, colored, of Opelika,a member of the 
bridge gang, was the unfortunate victim. He 
was drowned in a washout at the tanyard 
branch, baving been sent out with another 
man to keep the rafts from the track. The 
poor fellow died at the post of duty. His com- 
panion had a narrow escape, catching at a tele- 
graph pole, to which he clung with a death 
grip for eight hours,when he was rescued from 
his perilous post. 

TRAVEL BLOCKED, 

Railway travel and tratlic is completely 
blocked, nearly a mile of track haying been 
washed away, besides several serious washouts 
between here and Montgomery. Agent Er- 
win, of the Atlanta and West Point and West- 
crn railways, reports that connections can be 
made and travel be resumed by Monday. 

THE VOLUME OF WATER. 

Some idea of the volume of water which 
come pouring down upon us can be had 
when I mention that the river is four feet 
Ligher than ever known. Our cify is accus- 
tomed to periodic overflows. The water covers 
an area of over a mile in width, and calls up 
to the eye of the beholder the idea of Venice 
in minature. It was an interesting sight to 
see the steamers of the West Point navigation 
company ploughing their way through the 
streets, many smaller crafts being busy in 
transferring passepgers and provisions from 
place to place. 

THE SICK TAKEN FROM THEIR BEDS, 

It was a sad sight to witness the sick taken 
from their beds, and removed in small boats. 
About two hundred families had to abandon 
their homes, many in the night. Private resi- 
dences inthe flatare full of water, mach of 
the furniture being ruined. 

OFFERS OF HELP. 

The mayor and citizens are in receipt of tel- 
egrams of inquiry and sympathy from many 
quarters, and already substantial aid «has been 
freely tendered notably from our sister city La- 
Grange between whom and West Point & nat- 
ural rivalry has obtained. All these expres- 
sions are highly appreciated. ‘The waters are 
slowly receding, and while the aggregate loss 
is roughly estimated at $150,000, 
we are hopeful that a sober footing 
up of the losses to the best little business town 
in the south will prove an over-estimate. Of 
course the actual damage cannot be arrived at 
until the waters subside. Following the series 
of disastrous conflagrations of the past two 
years, which destroyed over two hundred 
thousand dollars of property, the elements 
have again conspired against our city by visit- 
ing us with this fearful flood. In face of this 
direful disaster, however, West Point will. not 
be found wanting in her accustemed recnpera- 
tive ability.

The Overfiow in Macon. . 

Macoyr, Ga., March 31.—[SpecialL.]J—All day 
yesteiday the river kept creeping steadily 
upward toward high water mark, and yester- 
day afternoon angry clouds swept along the 
western horizon, and the low muttered growl- 
ing of the distant thunderjcame reverberating 
across the hilis. : 

Then came a few sharp gusts, a few blinding 
flashes, followed by a deluge of rain that kept 
falling as the night dragged wearily along. At 
nine p. m. your correspondent visited the East 
Macon flats, where was beheld an sppalling 
state of confusion, disorder and dismay. Hus- 
bands were rowing forthe shore, their frail 
beats Jaden with their wives and children, 
and by the aid of latiterns they managed to 
avoid the obstructions, in the way of ficating 
fences, logs and brush with which the 


of inrushing waves that inundated the build- 
ings and floated the lighter artiete sof furni- 
ture. It wasa miracle how so many escaped. 

During the night Mr. Charles Herbst’s new 
boat, worth $40, with the boathouse floated 
away, and was given up for lost. Ben Spikes 
and another man, however, took a boat and set 
off down the river. Abouta mile below here 
they caught it and moored it to the bank. 

In the midst of the heaviest of the storm the 
electric light went out on College hill, just as a 
deafening crash of thunder startled the sleep- 
ing people. The matter was soon cleared up, 
for it was found that an electric light wire had 
been struck by lightning, the lamp ruined and 
considerable damage done. Mr. Ludden, who 
was in charge of the batteries at the office, 
hastened to repair the damage, for the celluleid 
insulators were melted, the dial broken, and 
wires damaged. Just as he grasped the wire 
a second shock struck the wire, badly burning 
Mr. Ludden’s hand. 

This morning at 8 o’clock the river was

on record, The flats were all inundated, and 
far away on every side was the angry tide of 
the roaring river. Soloud wasthe roar that 
from midnight until late in the day it could 
be heard all over the city. People were hurry- 
ing toand froin boats trying to save their 
property. Ben Spikes’ boat, with three wo- 
men and a little boy in it, was tied to a half- 
submerged honse, the inmates trying to save 
something from the wreck. The man was in- 
side; when a logstruck the boat 1t parted its 
moorings and the three women were shot ont 
into the whirling water. Mrs. 
Spikes grasped the oar, and with 
a bearing that was truly heroic, she rowed for 
life. The others began to scream and wring 
their hands, but above the roar of the angry 
flood, and more shrill than the rushing winds, 
came that womanly voice, crying “Be still! 
Keep qniet! All is not lost!” Under the 
bridge and in the midst of the angry current 


the little boat was swept, with the log tan-- 


gled in its bow. Bennett Jones, the fearless 
officer, and Henry Ward began divesting 
themselvesof their clothing and were just 
ready to plunge in to the rescue. 
THE LITTLE WOMAN 

had laid down the oar and appeared to resign 
herself to the inevitable death that must occur 
in a few minutes. A great wail went up from 
the hundreds that thronged the river bank, 
when suddenly a huge log shot under the 
bridge, struck-the boat, and knocked it, quiy- 
ering in every timber, into the eddy between 
the br.dges, and the women were saved. 

There were four engines and two long lum- 
ter trains, besides the up train and a 
special train, waiting at the East Tennessee 
depot. They had been compelled to pass through 
water at Anderson’s brickyard, two feet deep 
on the track, and they feared to venture 
either way. At last one engine started drill- 
ing to get Ler train in shape. Old man Dan 
Williams was standing *on the track, and 
the great swaying crowd around watching the 
river, made him oblivious to his surroundings. 
Down the track rolled the engine. Officer 
Bennett Jones saw the old 
sprang forward and dragged him from the 
track just as the pilot struck him. His 
life was sayed by a hair's breadth. 
Down at the park the water came 
pouring m until it stood between four and 
five feet deep on portions of the mill track, 
and a great many people went down there to 
bebold the wonderful scene. Bridges Smith

AT THE PARK. 

A later visit revealed a disastrous state of 
affairs. The beautiful track is ruined. (Cinl- 
lies several feet in depth are washed along its. 
course, and the water has covered it so that 
we might row a boat all around the track. All 
around it isone vast sea of muddy water, ra- 
ging and tossing,and beyond the channel of 
the river great waves like race horses are rear- 
ing and plunging among the trees that line 
the banks. 

THE RESERVOIR IS FLOODED 
outside the fair grounds and the roads washed 
into holesand guliies. The damage done will 
amount to five hundred dollars or more. A 
number of small ont houses have floated 
away, and the inundated levels present a 
scene of the wildest confusion. Gray bearded 
men declare that they never saw such a 
freshet. 
SAFE UP IN ATREE. 

This evening at6 o’clock it was reported 
that a woman and her two days old baby were 
in a house by the river bank. W. H. Jones 
purchased a boat and sent for them and the 
beat capsized. Mayor Price offered five dol- 
lars reward forthe men. Harrison, a negro, 
went ahd brought three fte the shore, 
He was rewarded by fifteen’ dollars 
Misses Lottie Toole, Mary Anglin, and Matt 
Jones were brought out of houses that were 
swept away. Messrs. Selph and Gilman went 
out as rescuers and were capsized. They were 
rescued half drowned. A man is still out there 
who took refageinatree. He iscalling for 
help. Heis neasthe bank of the river. A 
man named Eldredge, who went out in a bost 
to rescue him, has net been heard from since. 
The river tonight is said to be failing a little 
at this hour. 

COLUMBUS IN THE WATEE. 

Cottmsvs, Ga,March 31.—[{Special.]—The 
people of Columbus awoke this morning to 
find the Chattahoochee river overflowing ita 
banks, and higher than it Las ever before been 
in the history of the city. The water steod 
three feet deep on the first floor of the Eagle 
and Phenix mills, and the employes are pad- 
dling around in batteans in the yard. The 
loss to this corporation will reach several 
thousand dollars, though the damage cannot 
now be estimated. It will be some time before 
operation can be resumed. The Lowell ware- 
house was flooded to the depth of three or four 
feet, Tne Alston and Alabama ware hous¢, 
the Columbus iron works and the gas works, 
were also flooded. 

THE CITY IN DARKNESS, 

The city is in total darkness tonight. Sev- 
eral small private houses and one of the fac- 
tory tenements were also three or tour feet in 


water. All of the bridges are still standing 
and only a few planks have been washed from 
the Columbus and Western railroad bridge. 
The river rose gradually until about two 
o'clock, and tonight is still booming, though 
it is thought to be slowly falling.

This morning 
two important bridges across the Oothcalooga 
creek have flooded off of the pillars, and the 
Oostanaula river bridge m expected tobe 
washed off before morning. If it goes it will 
cost the county five thousand dollars to re- 
place it. Every important bridge “in the 
county will probably be destroyed and every 
interest of the people affected. The wheat on. 
the low lands will be greatly injured if mob 
destroyed entirely, and ail the corn planted 


} in the bottom lands have to be replanted. No 


important news comes from the 
country. The people can't get to town 
and have nothing as to the 
damage of property or the loss of life, if aay, 
can be ascertained. Some of the citizens in 
the western part of the town have been forced 
to vacate their houses, and if the water rises 
at the present rate until tomorrow night, 
many others will be forced to move. The 
oldest inhabitants of the town say that the 
waters are now four feet higher than ever 
known in this country. The sitaation is 
gloomy and alarming. 
THE DAMAGE IN CLARKE COUNTY. 

ATHENS, Ga., March ‘}1.-—[Special. |--The river 
bas fallen but very little. Parties who were 
put on guard at the different bridges on Tuaes- 
day night, say that it rose two and a half feet 
from 12 o’clock until daylight.

IN THE COUNTRY.

CHATTANOOGA, TENN. March 31,--[Special. |-- 
At midnight the situation is very gloomy, and 
the early report received from above renders 
it more so. Hiawassee river at (Charleston 
is thirty-four feet high, the East Tennessee 
bridge is in great danger. Twenty heavily 
loaded cars were run in the bridge to-night to 
weight it down. The _ river at Lou- 
is rising six inches an 
hour, and this will not reach 
Chattanooga until tomorrow. The back 
water in the city has been creeping up 
slowly all day, inundating the low places, 
and tonight fuliy three hundred people have 
been compelled to desert their homes. No 
damage has been done to busingss property. 
The river will go beyond fifty feet, which 
will be bigher than at any time since 1875, 
No loss of life yet reported. 

THE CUMBERLAND OVERFLOWS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 31.—[(Special.]— 
At ten o’clock tonight the river reached the 
danger line, forty feet, and itis now risiag at 
the rate of an inch anda halfan hoar.  [t is 
expected to reach forty-eight feet by Friday 
night,as the heavy rains are still falling 
above, and rises are reported as far upas the 
headwaters of the Cumberland, and all the 
low grounds are submerged, and hundreds of 
people are driven from home by the swelling 
waters. The baseball park is under water as 
well as all the north and much of east Nasb- 
ville. 

FORCED TO SHUT DOWN.

General 
Weaver, of Iowa, rung in one of his old cam- 
paign harangues, in which he attributed all 
the woes of labor and capital to the fact that 
we have a __ scarcity of greenbacks. 
There were other speeches, from some of 
which it was impossible to extract any mean- 
ing, except an intense desire on the part of 
their authors to speak loosely ona subject of 
which they knew nothing. The debate will 
be continued tomorrow, and will probably end 
in smoke. 

THE TARIFF BILL. 

Mr. Morrison said tonight that. the ways 
and means committee would make Hewitt’s 
customs administration bill the body of the 
tariff bill which they hope to report to the 
house soon. Appended to the Hewitt billisa 
short free list,which will be about all the tariff 
legislation that will beattempted. Wool, salt, 
lumber and a few drugs are the principal 
articles on the proposed free 
list. Mr. Hewitt’s billis in the nature of an 
instrnction to collectors, giving a long and in- 
tricate series of definitions by which they shall 
be guided in collecting the customs.

LABOR IN THE HOUSE. 


A Proposition for Arbitration Provokes De- 
bate. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—In the house Mr. 
O'Neill, of Missouri, from the committee on 
labor, reported a bill to provide for the speedy 
settlement of controversies and differences be 
tween common carriers engaged in interstate 
and territorial transportation of property or 
passengers and their employes. 

THE BILL IN FULL. 


The following is the full text of the bill: 

That whenever differences or controversies arise 
between common carriers enpgagedin the trans- 
portation of pMperty or passengers, whether said 
common carriers be private persous or corpora- 
tions, between twoor more states of the Uuited 
States, or within the territories of the United 
States, or within the district of 
Columbia, and the employes of 
seid commen carriers, which differences or ¢on- 
trcversies may binder, impede, obstruct, interrupt 
or affect such transportation of property or passen- 
gers, or when such employes, orany of them, allege 
that he or they have been treated unjustly or op- 
pressively, either asto wages, hours of labor or 
otherwise, by such common carrier, if, upou writ 
ten proposition of eith: r party to the controversy 
to submit their differences to arbitration, the other 
party shal} accept the proposition, then and in 
such event the common carrieris bereby author- 
ized torelect and appoint one- person, and such 
employe orem plouyes, as the case may be. to select 
and appoint avother person, and the two persous 
thus selected and appointed to select a third per- 
fon, all three of Whom shatl be citizens of the Uai- 
ted States,and wholly impartial and disin erested in 
respect to such difierences or controversie~x, and 
the three persons thus selected and appointed shal! 
be, and they are hereby, created and constituted a 
board of arbitration, with the duties, powers and 
privileges hereinafter set forth. 

Sec. 2. That the board of arbitration provided for 
in the firet section of this act shall possess ail the 
powers and authority in respect to administering 
oaths, subpeneing witne«e- and compelling their 
aitendance, preserving order during the sittings of 
the board, punishing for contempt, and requiring 
the preduction of papers and writings, and all 
other powers and privileges in their nature appli- 
cable, row possessed and belonging to the Uuited 
States commissiouers appointed by the circuit court 
of the United Sta’es; and said board o! arbitra- 
tion may appoint a clerk and employ a 
$ eLos rapoer, and prescribe all re .son- 
able rujes and reguniastions not inconsi-tent 
witb the provisions and purposes of this act. look- 
ing to the speedy advanvement of the differences 
and controversies submitted to them for conciu- 
sion and determination. * Each of said arbitrators 
shall take an vath to honestly, fairly and faithfally 
erform his duties, and that he is not personally 
interested in the subject matter in coutroversy, 
which cath may be administered by any state or 
territoris! officer author zed to administer oaths. 
The third person fo selected and appointed as 
aforesaid, shall be president of said board, aad 
any order, finding, conclu-ion or award made by 
the majority of such erbitrators snall be of the 
seme force and effect a: if all three of such arbi- 
trators concurred therein or united in making the 


same. 

Sec. 3.:Thatitsball be the duty of said board of 
arbitration, immediately upon their selection, to 
organize atthe nearest practicable point to the 
place of the origin of the difficulty or controversy, 
and to bear and determine matter: of difference 
vw hich may be submited to them in writing by all 
the parties, gy them fall opportunity to be 
heard on oath in person, and by witcesses, and 
also granting them the right to be represented by 
coun:el, and after concluding its tuvestigation, 
ssid board shall publicly announce ite award. 
which, with the findings of fact upon whjch it is 
bared, shall be reduced to writing and signed by 
the arhitraters conenrring therein, and together 
with the testimony taken in the case, shall be filed 
witb the commissioner of labor of the Uniced States 
who sths]l make such award pnblie as svon as the

The ob- 
jections to it were that the bill could not 
compel, amd that it was not competent for 
congress to compel, either party to a contro- 
versy to accept arbitration under i, if they 
chose to refuse; therefore that the bill is pow- 
erless for good if it becomes law; that it would 
be a useless expenditure of time; that it would 
be trifling with a grand subject; that advan- 
tage could be taken of it to settle petty quar- 
rels, and that the United States could be mado 
to pay the bills. Several members announcei 
"their intention to vote for it, while they coa- 
demned it as being wholly valueless. 

In the course of the debate Mr. O’Neill said 
that for the past two months,the committee 
on lator has been engaged in draining every 
avenue where there was any reasonable hope 
of-securing information as to some feasible 
method consistent: with the constitution and 
the laws, that would provide a mode of settle- 
ment of the disastrous disputes}between capital 
and labor. The committee had decided that 
the pending measure was the best. It was 
simple arbitration. He knew that this was 
disappointing to many members; that there 
was a feeling in the breast of many that this 
was not what was expected, but if they would 
reflect they would realize that the first 
thing to consider was how far they could reg- 
ulate disputes by an appeal to public opin- 
ion. If this method tailed, then he could see 
but one other, and that was the strong arm of 
the government to take the giant corporations 
by the throat and tell them they must yield 
to arbitration; that the government could not 
bave the condition of affairs that today pre- 
vailed throughout five states of the’ union, 
practical revolution. He did not pretend to 
say who was to blame. He simply knew that 
the workmen had stated that they were will- 
ing to arbitrate their grievances, aud that 
the president of the Missouri Pacific had not 
consented. In the meantime, the sober second 
thought of the workmen had kept the strike 
within bounds. The committee on labor was 
unanimously of opinion that this bill was the 
best that could be passed now, to invoke the 
public opinion of the country and compel the 
men in this case, and in all other cases, to ap- 
peal to réason,. and not to use brute force to in- 
vade human rights.

The Change Not in Sight, 
From the Albany News end Advertiser. 

Some days ago the News and Advertiser 
expressed a few thoughts as to the difficulties 
with which the Georgia farmer has to contend. 
After alluding to the great poverty of the farm- 
ers after the war, the trouble arising from the 
new order of things, the great need of capital 
aud the impossibility of borrowing money on 
their lands, thus placing them in a position of 
dependence upon merchants and warehouse- 
men, which forced upon them the all cotton 
system, we went on to show the present diffi- 
culties which environ our farmers: ‘ 

Ist. The over production by reason of the 
all cotton system and the consequent fall in 
the price of cotton, their only money crop. 

2d. The difficulties in the way of diversity 
in crops for want of adequate home markets. 

3d. The labor question, which had proven @ 
problem too hard for the average farmer to 
solve. 

4th. The policy of congress fin forcing the 
south, chiefiy an ‘agricultural section, to pay 
the high protective tariffs, arranged for the 
benefit of those engaged in the “industries,”’ 
and which pressed heavily on a section almost 
wholly agricultural, in that they increased 
the price on necessary purchases while not 
raising the selling price of our great commodi- 
ties. 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, in reviewing 
what we had to say, passed by that knotty 
problem, the labor question, but expressed it- 
self plainly as to the tariff and home markets. 

THECONSTITUTION says: “Wehaveno doubt 
that many farmers have been taught to be- 
lieve that free trade is a fine thing.” We 
think our contemporary errs in thinking the 
farmers advocate free trade. There is a 
great difference between free tfade ‘and the 
high protection which in hundreds of in- 
stances amounts to absolute prohibition of 


foreign imports. 
& Again. Tur CONSTITUTION says: “With 
Statesmen Morrison and other western states- 
men tinkering at the tariff they (the farmers) 
have not much to hope for.” Call it tinkering 
or what you please, it is apparent that their 
eflorts are fruitless, amd the same oppressive 
protection— oppressive to the farmers of the 
seuth—will continue the policy of the govern- 
ment. So, if the south’s only hope is, as THE 
CONSTITUTION asserts, in “not trying any new 
experiments,’ she can take courage, for there 
will be no change. The southern farmers are 
powerless to help themselves. It is certainly 
true that they. have not much to hope for. 
_ TH Constitution, however, would not 
have our farmers in the condition of those 
‘twho are without hope,” butit cheers them 
with the suggestion that although the present 
tariff policy has failed,so far, to build up home 
markets in the south,yct it gave home markets 
to the nerthern and westernfar mers, and we 
ma pectthesame. But toour mind the 
condifions are not the same. 

The south is eminently agricultural, Slavery 
made her so, and her geographical position 
will long continue her that way. Our great 


; staple cotton, which clothes the world, does 


not grow in the north and west. Our large 
(and if is here to stay) 
though free, is unfitted for the work where 
“skilled labor’ is required. The south, too, 
will have to become very populous before the 
‘“Sndustries” will spring up to any very appre- 
ciable extent: and before you can turn the 
south into an industrial workshop, and thus 
generate home markets, it will be necessary 
to dethrone King Cotton, to banish the 
negroes, to populate the country with a 
flood-tide of immigration, and establish @ 
new order of social and industrial economy. 

In the meantime what has become of the 
farmers? There might be some bright hopes 
for them if the future pointed to a policy sim- 
ilar to that which Tae CoNnsTITUTION recom- 
mends in relation to Cuba. 

But even that will be repudiated by the

Their laborers may be all that heart could 
desire, honest, intelligent and trustworthy, 
but if there are no home markets for the di- 
‘versified products of the farm, the farmers 
will continue in debt, no matter what price 
they may obtain for their cotton. The gov- 
ernment may provide them with clothes and 
implements, the articles which are supposed 


' to be heavily taxed under the tariff, and the 


result will be the same. The all-cotton the- 
ory will continue to do its perfect work. It 
is true, as the News nad Advertiser says, that 
the south is eminently agricultural, but this 
fact gives it a decided advantage over the 
‘north and west. We have cotton. .That is one 
great advantage. With this we have all the 
industrial advantages of any section. We 
have cheap iron, cheap coal, and the finest 
marble quarries in the world. We have all 
the industria] advantages of the most favored 
section, with none of the climatic disadvan- 
tages. Surely this is something. 

We have the advantage in everything—in 
climate, in soil, insituation.

Washtneton, March 31.—In the senate

It further recites that the petitioner had hada 
sma]] position under the government in Atlanta 
but was discharged by the new administra- 
tion, and prays congress to grant him a pen- 
sion inhis helpless old age. Mr. Edmunds 
commended the petition to the careful consid- 
eration of the committee on pensions. This 
poor fellow, Edmunds said, had been appointed 
a storekeeper or gauger, he believed, under 
the internal revenue system, at Atlanta, on 
the recommendation of the late Alexander H. 
Stephens, but the “remorseless fate of politics 
bad turned this poor, helpless and crippled 
coldier out of the public service,” though Mr. 
Edmunds could not see how any consideration 
of politics could have led tosuchan act. The 
petition was referred to the committee on 
pensions,

President Garfield had 
truthfully said that the doctrines of Hamilton 
were waxing while those of Jefferson were 
waning. If the chief magistrate could-prop- 
erly hold cflice for only four years, why 
should the clerk hold for lite? It was 
said the clerk became more _  com- 
petent hy long terms of ottice. Why did 
not the same argunient apply to the president, 
and to sepaters and representatives? Why 
should a clerk be eudowed with official im- 
mortality? We were toid tne English system 
was good, and that civil service did net there 
chapge its personnel on the change of parties, 
Well, the executive power of England was a 
hereditary power, and the perpetuity of office- 
holding was characteristic of a monarchy.~ It 
was not s0 of a democracy. There were some 
people among us, Mr. Vance continued, who 
hated the tarmoil and struggle of freedom, in 
which they were compelled to. jostle against 
those whom they did not suppose to be their 
eocialequals, The English view seemed to 
fiourish among that class. Mr. Vance asked who 
was responsible for the conduct of an officer 
appointed under this law? Not the 
president, because he had only made the ap- 
pointment selected for him, not the head ofa 
department, for the same reason; not even the 
civil servicé commissioners themselves, for 
they only selected the man with the most 
marks. Nobody was responsible. What, then, 
became of the presidents responsibility for the 
proper conduct of the government. 
The act, in Mr, Vance’s opin- 
ion, was wholly unconstitutional, and in 
voluntarily submitting to its provisions, the 
president was surrendering his prerogative, 
which it was his duty to protect. The people, 
by the election of 15884, had declared fora 
change of officers in this republic; but~-their 
will had not been respected. The president 
had bound himself, not ouly by the law itself, 


spirit of the law to offices never conteniplat- 
ed by it. The result was 
that political enemies and spies 
surrounded every adininistrative officer. This 
was trying to serve the Lord, with the devil 
for an active partner. The whole thing was 
a humbug, and in partial proof he read an ad- 
vertisement offering, for ten cents, to supply a 
series of examination questions, which would 
qualify anybody to pass civil service examina- 
tions. The civil service law was an attempt of 
the republican party to make up for the expos- 
ures of the many corruptions of that party. 
It should not have been called “an act to reg- 
ulate and improve the civil service,” but ‘‘last 
will and testament of the republican party.” 
Mr. Vance was the only sorry that the demo- 
cratic president had become its executor ia- 
stead of administrator de bonis non. Referring 
to the share of offices given to the south by 
the republican party,. Mr. Vance said that out 
of over 7,000 offices in Washington, only 253 
were registered from the south, and 
the civil service commisioners 
had declined to remedy this inequality. 
In the president’s tender and touching fare- 
well to the putative parent of civil service re- 
form, Commissioner Eaton, he spoke of those 
who opposéd this law as the worst elements of 
both parties. There was no earthly doubt 
that agreat majority of the democratie party 
were opposed to that law. If then the 
‘“‘worst elements” of the democratic party 
were in the majority the party 
vas indeed in abad way. Mr. Vance having 
stated that atthe time of the passage of the 
civil service law the government departments 
were working night and day to make all the 
appointments possible before the bill should 
become alaw, Mr. Teller made a distinct and 
positive denial of the statement. He said it 
bad been so said in some newspapers, but it 
was an entire mistake.

THE HEWITT CUSTOMS BILL. 


Fears That it May be Made a Carrier fora

WASHINGTON, Mareh 31,—The ways and 
means committee today resumed consideration 
of the Hewitt customs bill. At the end of to- 
day’ssession the committee had gotten through 
the tobacco clauses, (substantially in the shape 
outlined by Hewitt in the original bill), and 
arrived at that part of the bill concerning the 
free list. The republican members of the 
committee are firmly impressed with the 
opinion that an effort will be made by the low 
tariff mento attach to this bill certain im- 
portant provisions of the Morrison bill, which 
they regard as an abandoned measure in its 
entirety, and they will avail themselves of the 
convenient opportunity afforded by the con- 
sideration of the free list of the Hewitt bill, 
which will probably take place at the next 
meeting. Several democratic members of the 
committee, however,while admitting that con- 
ferences are going on aud efforts making to 
reach an agreement, deny that any specific un- 
derstanding hasbeen reached to the effect 
thatthe Hewitt bill was to be made the carrier 
for the free Jist of the Morrison bill, or of its 
other important provisions,and today’s session 
failed to develop any evidenceto that effect.

The four mile law flour 
ishes in all its pristine glory at Tiptonville 
and the #mount of “smiling” done has beer 
lange. The marshal received complaints from

Ifa 
Tiptonvillian happened to be dry it was 
pet necessary for him to walk along until he 
met the most corpulent appearing man he 
ever saw, wink his eye and walk behind the 
nearest house. Ina twinkling a flask anda 
tin cup would be produced, two or three 
fingers swallowed, a dime handed over, and 
the saloon moved on in search of other dry 
men. When the officers made their drive 
they had wbeina hurry aboutit, and even 
then one ofthe saloons escaped by jumping 
intoalake.

SPOTTED FEVER OR MENINGITIS 
BREAKS OUT AGAIN. 


One Death and Others Sick-The Attorney-Goaneral 
Asked to Have tne Prisoners Discharged— 
Cause of the Sickness a Mystery—Extract 
from the Atlanta Medical Journal.

Another epidemic of spotted fever or menin- 
gitis is threatened in Fulton county jail. 

There was one death at the jail yesterday, 
and other prisoners are now sick. 

The dead man is W. P. Fouts, of Gilmer 
county, and he was serving out a sentence of 
six pgm | violating the internal revenue 
laws. He only been at thé jail a few days, 
and had not been confined, but was allowed 
the freedom of the office and the yard. Night 
before last while sitting in the office he re- 
marked to Messrs. Poole and Osborn that he 
had 

A CRICK IN HIS NECK 
and didn’t feel exactly right, He did not 
complain any more but in a short time after 
went out into the yard and then to the house 
and retired. | 

Yesterday morning about eight o’clock he 
went into the office and told Mr. Osborn that 
be felt strange. 

“How?” asked Mr. Osborn. 

“Ob, I don’t know,” was the reply, “I just 
feel kinder like a fellow who has the blues, I 
will go and lay down awhile and see if I don’t 
fee] better when I get up.” 

In less than an hour one of the prisoners 
came into the office and told them that Fouts 
was bad off. Mr. Osborn went out to where 
the man was and found him suffering in a 
strange manner. He was shaking like one 
with achill, but when asked if he was cold 
be replied that he was not, and that he 

WAS NOT IN ANY PAIN 
except his feetaund legs, Dr. Stiles, United 
States surgeon, was immediately sent for, and 
when he reached the jail aad examined tiie sick 
wan. He pronounced it meningitis or spotted 
fever. “There is no chance to save him,” said 
the doctor. “He is past human effurts, aud 
will be adead man in less than six hours.” 
And sure enough in less than 
that time the man was dead. Dr. Stiles, after 
looking after.the other sick prisoners, left and 
reported the condition of affairs to Marshal 
Nelms, Judge McCay and District Attorney 
Hill, he recommended that the 
PRIS@NERS BE DISCHARGED, 

and allowed to return to their homes. The 
three gentlemen, after carefully considering 
the facts submitted by Dr. Stiles, telegraphed 
Attorney General Garland giving all tne facts, 
and asking that all the United Statos 
prisoncrs in Fulton county jail 
tor violating the internal revenue laws, be 
discharged. Mr. Hil! said to a CONSTITUTION 
representative that he felt no doubt about the 
atrorney-general carrying out the jrequest, as 
the case Was an urgeut oie. 

‘Under direction of Chief Deputy Mitchell, 
Patterson and Bowden took the remains of 
the dead man in charge, and this morning will 
be carried to Gilmer county by Deputy Mar- 
shal (ampbell for interment. Fonts leave 
a wife and two or three children. He was an 
old violater of the revenue laws, believing, as 
many of the mountain people do, that they 
bave a right to make their own liquor and to 
drink it. This was his fifth offense, and Juige 
McCay gave bim a six months’ sentence. 

WHAT CAUSES THE SICKNESS, 

Noone can tell the real cause of the sick- 
ness jn jail, or why it is confined entirely to 
the United States prisoners. Not a single 
state prisoner has been sick either the first 
time ornow. When Judge McCay issued an 
order that the prisoners be carried to other 
jails theie was Lo sickness among them in the 
places to where they were carried, and now 
in afew days after being brought back the 
epldemic breaks out again. No one charges 
that the jailis not properly managed or that 
it is in an unhealthy condition. 

THE CAUSE IS A MYSTERY. 

The Atlanta Medical and Surgical Journal of 
yestemday, in an editorial upon the county jaiis 
of Georgia, seys: 

The county jail of Fulton county is probably one 
of the best in the state, and for a limited number 
of prisoners bas adequate sanitary arrangements. 
There are 24 cells 8 by 12 feet, 9 feet between floors, 
giving to each cell 8&4 cubic feet. of respir 
able air; 700 cubic foot of respir- 
able air per man, Sultably  renevwed- 
is as little as will guarantee the health ot each in, 
mate, sothat thirty prisoners is about the capacity 
of this jail in the apsence of better means for its 
frequent renewal. A short time ago, from the fed- 
eral and state courts there were 144 prisoners 
crowded into this jail. The result was inevitable 
and its cause not doubtful. A malignant fever 
was developed, of which a number of the prison- 
ers died, and but forthe prompt action of Judge 
McCay the mortality would doubtless have been 
horrible. Sentence _— some was suspended: 
others were transferred to diflerent prisons, and 
the disease at once ceased. 


IN THE PENITENTIARY. 


Reports of Mr. E. T. Shubrick, Assistant 
Keeper of the Penitentlary. 


Yesterday Mr. E. T. Shubrick, assistant 
keeper of the penitentiary, filed his monthly 
report with the governor. As the report was 
for the month which closed the first quarter 
of the year, Mr. Shubrick dealt with some 
interesting facts connected with the peniten- 
tiary; The report shows an excellent state of 
affairs in the penitentiary. The largest camp 
is at the Dade coal mines. There are 462 con- 
victs there, and everything isin a ;fine con- 
dition. There are twelve people sick and eight 
of the cases are chronic. Mr. Shubrick says 
that is the best showing the camp has made 
since his appointment. At Bolton there are 
96 convicts with three cases of sickness, one of 
which ischronic. The barracks are reported 
in a good condition and the regulations as to 
diet are complied with. At the Chattahoochee 
camp there are 231 convicts with three cases of 
sickness, two being chronic. Things at this 
camp are reported in good condition. There 
are 76 convicts at the Cedartown camp, none 
sick, but on@ insane. Legal steps in reference. 
to the case of insanity are being taken. Att 
Rising Fawn there are 71 convicts’ 
and five cases of sickness, four* 
primary and ‘one chronic. At Stone? 
Mountain there are fifty-three convicts. One 
is in the hospital, but the complaint is of little 
consequence. At Augusta there are 83, at Oid 
Town there are 45, and at Wrightsville there 
are, 140, At Dublin thére are 105 con- 
Aicts. At Dublin a convict has _ his 


hands in a bad fix and reports that they are 
_trost-bitten. 


Mr. Shubrick reports that Dr. 
Westmoreland does not consider the injury-a 
frost-bite. At Dubor’s there are 61 convicts 
and at Chauncey there is 37, and no cases 
of sickness are reported at either. At Ogle- 
thorpe camp there are 102 convicts with six in 
the hospital. The average of primary sick- 
ners is less than two per cent. The average of 
chronic sickness is one per cent, making an 
average of less than three per cent for both.

This state- 
ment has been repeated time and again inthe 
most positive manner. KFarthermore the lead- 
ing church papers announced their intention 
of printing a historical review of fhe case, and 
in their editorials have shown a leaning to- 
wards Dr. Armstrong. These papers have 
received, since announcing that they would 
review the case, letters from Georgia in which 
e same insinuation was repeated, and in 
‘which they were warned, if the matter was 
/pressed, that certain ‘testimony now in the 
‘hands of the bishop would be given to the 
public and overwhelm Dr. Armstrong, and 
scandalize the church. The church papers 
upon receiving these letters, withheld their 
promiced reyiew, and were uncertain as to how 
to proceed. 


“In reply to these insinuations and letters, ; 


Dr. Armstrong now demands that each and 


every fact connected with his case that would " 


tend to convict him of wrong, now be given 
to the public. He makes aflidavit of his in- 
nocence of all the charges against him and 
thus renders himself liable to prosecution for 
perjury if he is swearing falsely. 

“If he remained quiet,while the insinuations 
of undisclosed testimony that would prove 
him a wicked man, and that was to be with- 
held in mercy by the bishop, were being circu- 
Jated he would have been virtually acquiesc- 
ing in the truth of those statements. He 
therefore demands that any such testimony, 
sworn to before the court, be now given to the 
public, that the public may be in possessten of 
all the facts of the case. I say, to you that 
there was not _one bit of evidence 
against him except the exparte 
afiidavit of Mann. This was sworn to before 
the charges wore made, and when Mann was 
brought here he was afraid to go before the 
court, and surreptitiously left town, leaving 
the prosecution no testimony except his writ- 
ten statement, which was made before the 
charges were formulated. Dr. Armstrong’s 
conviction on the testimony before the court 
was an outrage. His enemies now say that 
there is more testimony and that it is with- 
held in mercy tohim. If there is such testi- 
mony the public ought to have it, and he de- 
mands now that it shall be given.”

To THE Pus.tic.—A report has come to me 
through various channels that rumors are being 
circulated and innuendoes thrown out that before 
the ecclesiastical court by which I was recently 
tried there were facts in evidence that have been 
withbeld from the public, but which, if disclosed, 
would reverse the favorable judgment that it has 
been so kindly pronouncing upon me, and would 
irresistibly convince it of my my guilt and of the 
justice of my sentence. In order, there- 
fore, that the public may have the en- 
tire history of my case from its incep- 


| tion toitsclose, and may sce the whole testimony 
that was presented both for and against me, I have 


respectfully requested the bishop of the diocase, 
the Right Rey. J. W. Beckwith, D. D., either him- 
self to order the publication, or todeliver to me for 
publication, allthepapersin his possession that 
legally and truly belong to it, 

I have also gone before. an odicer of the state, 
legally authorized to administer oaths, and have 
solemnly sworn before God, that on the 26th, 27th, 
28th, or 29th day of August, 1885, I diank, 
with the exeeptions of coffee and tea, no stimulat- 
ivg liquor, but beer and that at my hotel—that I 
was noton any of these days “intoxicated and 
drunk,’’and that Idid not “immorally,” visit 
houses.of ill-fame in Cincinnati on the first of the 
above mentioned dates, as charged by the stand- 
ing-committee, or on any other date. 

I desire to say further, that while I have sol- 
emnly protested against the illegality and cruelty 
of thre sentence that isupon me, I have never ex- 
pressed, even to my closest friends, a single 
thought impugning the motives of those who pro- 
nounced it; neither have the rumors and innuen- 
does to which J have referred drawn from my lips 
asingle wérd of denunciation. Believing that 
God and time will vindicate alltruth and right, 
Ihave endeavored to bear myself patiently, and 
as nearly as I could,.in the spiritof a true man 
and true Christian. I have tried to remember that 
Iam pledged to serve Jesus, who said: ‘‘Father, 
forgive them,’ and who taught meto pray to the 
same Father, ‘‘Forgive us our trespasses, as we 
forgive those who trespass against us’’ These 
words FE write honestly, and in the spirit of 
neither PBarisaism nor Cant. 

But now, I trust that J am not guilty of violating 
the spirit of these words when I give notice, as I 
now do, thatif any responsible persons shall be 
found originating or promulgating such rumors or 
innuendoes as I have referred to,I shall hold them 
legally accountable, and require them to prove 
thetruth of their statements, or submit to.such 
penalties as the state has enacted against the slan- 
derer. Jesus would haveus patient and charitable, 
but I do not understand that he would have us 
immolate the virtue of our manhood.

It appears to have been the design of the 
founders of our government that responsibility 
and power should go together. For nearly a cent- 
ury it was administered upon this theory. I do 
not believe that the grave abuses that grew up 
under the long continued rule of the republican 
party following the civil war demand or justify the 
new and radical departure in principle and policy 
embodied inthe act known as the civil service 
law. The president’s power of appointment and 
removal with respect to executive offices is fixed by 
the constitution. Therefore, in so far as the act in 
question attempts to limit this power in any way, 
whether directiy by its own terms or by the rules 
established in pursuance of the same, it is nota 
valid law and can only operate by virtue of execu- 
tive acquiescence. Not only the president but the 

litical party that elects him are held responsibie 
44 the whole people for his administration of the 

aWws. 

Astoalarge number of offices, the act under 
condsideration takes from him the responsibility 
and places it upon commissioners of mixed poli- 
tics, supposed to be non-partisan, who, by their 
examining boards, apply theoretic, hair-splitting 
tests, unnecessary tothe practical ascertainment 
of the fitness of applicants for the employment 
sought. By therules adopted, all persons over the 


age of forty-five years, however well qualified and | 


honorable, are absolutely barred from examina- 
tion. 

The examinations are held onlyina few ofthe 
cities at appointed times, and outs last usually a 
day or two, or avfew days at most, except at Wash- 
ington. A great majority ofthe people have no 
knowledge of the time and place, and it is incon- 
venient and expensive to many of those who have 
notice to attend. However creditable may be the 
standing of an applicant upon examination, if he 
is not appointed within a year,his name is dropped 
from the roll of eligibles and if he desires a chance 
for admission to the service, he mustagain apply 
for examination. This is not inconvenient to 
those in or near the favored cities, but will, itseems 
to me. necessarily work injustice tothose in the’ 
country, however worthy and well deserving. 

There can be no objection to fair and practical 
examinations of those about to enter the service in 
order to secure efficiency, for honesty and eflicien- 
ey ought to be indispensable requisites to the hold- 
ing of any office. And while there are as honora- 
ble and as capable men in one great political party 
as another, is it not reasonable to believe that if, 
in addition to the requisites above named, the 
subordinate officials are in accord with the admin- 
istration they will aid its purposes and policy in 
the pubic service more faithfully than if hostile to 
it? May they not be in accord with the party 
charged with the responsibility of the administra- 
tion without being offensive partisans, without 
prostituting their offices to partisan purposes, or 
without neglecting official duties for such purpose? 

The abuses in the service which brought so 

moch reproach — recent administrations, such 
as the exaction of taxes upon employes for politi- 
cal campaign funds, and the neglect of official 
duty for the performanceof disreputable partisan 
work were due, not so much, I believe, to a volun- 
tary desire on the part of the offending subordi- 
nates, a8 to their chiefs before whom they stood in 
fear of losing their places. 
If the superior officers of the departments, though 
partisans, have a proper appreciation of the sa- 
eredness of public trusts, there need be no partisan 
cffenses on the part of the subordinates, even if all 
be of the same political faith. But ifthe president 
and his cabinet find that they can better perform 
the trusts confided to them by the retentionof a 
part, or even all, of those holding clerical or other 
offices in the various departments of the govern- 
pest, they haye the power to do so without this 
aw. 

The most serious objection to it is that it tends 
toward a permanent office holding community. 
The system is borrowed from England, and 1s, no 
doubt, consonant with that limited iowa fmf 
where the title to the highest office in the realm is 


inherited as a piece of property for life. ButI be- | 


lieve itto be utterly at variance with the genius 
and spirit of our institutions. I do not believe it is 
in accord with the sentiment of democratic 
America. 
the people and for the people, and should s0.con- 
tinue. Public office is not held asof right by a 
special class, but isa public trust, confided by the 
a for the public good. 

The act sought to be repealed is a radical de- 
parture that leads away from these fundamental 
principles. Human nature is much the same 
without regard to political party affiliations. Long 
continued and uninterrupted rule, by any politi- 
cal party, will establish abuses and corruption in 
the public service. The remedy is not in a special 
office-holding class, but is with the people, by a 
change in governmental control. Sothat the ser- 
vice is not madeto suffer, it seems but just that 
those who fairly and honorably labor for 
the triumph of the political principles 
which they believe will best pro- 
mote the good ?) the whole country 
should have the offices with their emoluments in- 
cident to success. Equity oughtto be established 
among the people of the several states in the ap- 
portionment of departmental offices. Equality is 
equity, but it has no existence in this matter. At- 
tention is invited to the following statement of the 
number of offices within what is called the classi- 
fied service, that is, the salaries of which are as 
much as $900 and not more than $1,800 a year,cred- 
ited on the Ist day of July, 1885, to the states 
named below, as shown by. the official register.

standing charged to states of which they were 
never bona fide citizens. The commissioners 
have held that they.were bound by the law to ap- 
portion appointments according tothe population 
of each state regardless of existing inequalities, 
which means the indefinite’ perpetuation of the 
wrongs existing. If we are to have a permanent 
official community, it ought to be organized upon 
a better basis. ButI believe the most direct way 
to substantial reform is by repeal of the law re- 
ferred to, J. C. CLEMENTS.
